No, wo don't want to go back to the 
time when tho beat labor on the 
farm was only paid for at the rate of 
ten or twelve dollar* a month; when 
carpenters had hard work to gel a 
dollar and a quarter a day; when 
wheat sold for sixty cents, corn for 
ten, oato for eight, nnd other things 
in proportion. 


That these things are different 


now ia largely due to the Republican 
party. It baa encouraged the net- 
tlement of the territories, Las made 
it passible for railways to penetrate 
to points where, without aid, they 
would never have gone, and as a re- 
sult the country along these roads 
has been settled by thousands ot in- 
dtutrions and prosperous families.

sounblw in prico; tho wnges paid are 
double thoHii paid in any othor coun-

lieve it in tbti opinion of n majority 
of thi. people, thorn m no necessity 
for a change of party power or n 
trial of Democratic mtwHures. That 
party has been of moro hum to the
